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MONTHLY HIGHLIGHTS REPORT 
Special Security Center 
October 1975 


1. During October, a member of the Special Security Center met 
with the chief and staff members of the Department of Interior's 
Special Mapping Codeword Center at Reston, Virginia regarding potential 
emanation problems associated with the installation of computers over 
the next eighteen months. 


2. During the month, a member of the SSC along with the Deputy 
Chief, Physical Security Division and the Security Officer for the 
DDI met with the two top security officials of the Department of 
Commerce to coordinate and begin a survey to bring about better 
control of codeword and collaterial material in that agency. 


3. On 29 October, a representative of the DDI Liaison Control 
Office and a menber of the MMMM who is the focal point = STATINTL 
for liaison with the iis met with two 
members of the SSC to discuss mutual compartmentation problems. 


4. During the month, the Chief, CIB and an SSC member met with 
NSA officials concerning procedural changes in processing NSA input 
to SPECLE which would be beneficial to both agencies. 


5. During October, the Compartmentation Information Branch deleted 
1,620 names from the SPECLE computer and added 1,785 names bringing 
the total number of names to SPECLE NJ on record At the 
end of October there were 1,595 cable actions and 45 briefing and 
debriefings handled by CIB personnel. Twelve SPECLE computer hard 
copy reports were supplied to customers in October. 
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6. One Hundred Fivty-Two (152) CIA employees were briefed on 
what constitutes 248 compartmented programs during October. 
Eighty-one non-CIA persons were briefed on a total of 245 com- 
partmented programs. The largest non-CIA customer this month was 
the Justice Department with twenty-seven (27) persons briefed on 
a total of 59 programs. Others indoctrinated were from the 
following organizations:
